<leI(enden , " with reminiscences of the late

He told us this story of "Andy Johnson"' 
as he was familiarly in the habit of calling 
him. It was a few weeks prior fo the Bal- 
timore convention, lie fore it was known 
that Gov. Johnson would be the nominee 
for the Vice Presidency. Said he, "1 had a 
visit last night from Col. Moody, the light- 
ing Methodist parson'' :is lie is called in 
Tennessee. He is on his way to the Phila- 
delphia conference, and, l>eiug in Washing- 
ton over night, came up to see me. He told 
no ,°' he continued, "this story of Andy 
Johnson and Gen. Huell, which interested 
me intensely. Col. Moody was in Nash- 
ville the day that it was reported that Huell 
had decided to evacuate the city. The reb- 
el- strongly reinforced were said to be 
wi '.bin two days' march of the capital. Uf 
course the city was greatly excited. Slid 
Moody, '1 went in search Johnson at the 
e i_-.- "of the evening, and found him 
at bis office, closely closeted with two 
^i jitlemen, who were walking the floor 
with him, one on each side. As I entered 
the\ retired, leaving me alone with John- 
sou, who came up to me manifesting intense 
/< cling and said, 'Moody, we are sold out! 
iiuell is a traitor! He is going to evacuate 
the city, and in forty-eight hours we shall 
all be in the hands of the rebels.' Then he 

■ •otiimenced pacing the floor again, twisting 
Mi hands, and chafing, like a caged tiger, 
utterly insensible to his friend's entreaties 
to become calm. Suddenly he turned and 
said, 'Moody, can you pray?' 'That is my 
!>iisine*>. sir, as a minister ot the Gospel,' 
returned 'he Colonel. 'Well, Moody, 1 

■ i>h you would pray,' said Johnson; and 
insiaiitlx both went down upon their knees 
at opposite sides of the room. As the prayer 
hc-.tin fervent, Johnson began to respond 
in true Methodist style. Presently he 
crawled over on his bauds and knees to 
Moody's side, and put his arm over hi.u, 
manifesting the deepest emotion. Closing 
the prayer with a hearty 'Amen!' from 
each, they arose. Johnson took a long 
breath, and said, with emphasis, "Moody, 
1 feel better !' Shortly afterward he asked, 
'Will you stand by me?" 'Certainly, 1 
will,' was the answer. 'Well, Moody, I 
can depend upon you; vou are one in a 
thousand !'' He then commencing pac- 
ing the floor again. Suddenly he wheeled, 
t!.>- < urr> nt of his thought having changed, 
and said, "Oh ! Moody, 1 don't want you to 
think I have become a religious man be- 
cause I asked you to pray. I am sorry to 
say it, but I am not, and have never pre- 
teoded to be, religious. No one knows this 
better than you ; but, Moody, there is one 
thing about it— I do believe in AUOMRV 
God ! And I believe also in the Biblk, and 
1 say I'll \# damned it Nashville shall be 
surrendered !' ''

window above the door, responding with a 
smile and a bow to the lustv cheers of the 
little folks as they passed. Hon. Mr. Odell, 
always wide-awake when Sunday-scool 
children are around, with one or two other 
gentlemen, stood by his side as I joined the 
gp up. It was a beautiful sight; the rosy- 
cheeked boys and girls, in their "Sunday's 
bes\" with banners and flowers, all intent 
upon seeing the President, and, as they 
cautrhl sight of his tall ligure, cheering as 
if their very lives depended upon it! After 
enjoying the scene for some time, making 
pleasant remarks about a face that now 
and then struck him, Mr. Lincoln said, "I 
heard a story last night about Daniel Web- 
ster when a lad, which was new to me, and 
it has been running in my head all the 
morning. "When quite young at school, 
Daniel was one day guilty of a gross viola- 
tion of the rules. He was detected in the 
act, and calle.l up by the teacher for j un- 
ishmeiit. This was to be the old fashioned 
'feruling' of the hand. His bauds hap- 
pened to be very dirty. Knowing this, on 
his way to the teacher's desk he spit upon 
the palm of his right hand, wiping it off 
upon the side of his pantaloons. "Give me 
your hand sir," said the teacher, very 
sternly. I >ut went the right hand, partly 
cleansed. The teacher looked at it a mo- 
ment, and said, "Daniel, if you will find 
another hand in this school room as tiithy 
as that, I will let you off this time!'' In- 
stantly from behind his back came the left 
hand " "Here it is, sir,'' was the readv re- 
ply. "That will do," said the teacher," "for 
this time; you can take your seat, sir!'

Committee, held in Frankfort, Ky., May 
- •. IMv, for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate for State Treasurer, to be voted 
for on Monday, August 7, 1k«v>, it was deci- 
ded to form a committee of one person from 
each Congressional District, not a member 
of the Executive Committee, to confer with 
the Executive Committee in the selection 
of a candidate. After a full au i free con- 
ference, Capt. Wm. L. Neale, of Madison 
county, was nominated as the candidate of 
the l nion party for the office named. 

In presenting our candidate and plat- 
form to the people of Kentucky, we deem 
but few words necessary by explanation or 
appeal. We make a single issue which 
may be summed up in the sentence, that 
the best interests of Kentucky and of the 
American Union, demand the ratification 
of the Constitutional Amendment abolish- 
ing slavery throughout the United Btates, 
and forever prohibiting its re-introduction. 
We rely upon the wisdom of our people 
and the justice of our cause for that suc- 
cess which we feel assured awaits us at the 
coming election. 

The institution of slavery cannot be said 
to exist even now in the State or in the 
United States, and we are called upou to 
r. cognize its removal from our midst 
rather than decree it. 

The continuance of slavery in Kentucky 
is not ]tossible even if it were expedient 
or desirable, and should be neither expe- 
dient nor desirable even If it were possi- 
ble. Without entering into any argument 
as to its moral right or wrong, it is safe to 
say that the events of the past four years 
have obliterated its substance and left 
nothing but its shadow among us— they 
ha^e taken away, as to the future, all the 
benefits we hive ever derived from it, and 
left us all its evils. 

The party that now appeals to you for 
supjiort is "not responsible for the death of 
slavery. It was killed in the house of its 
friends. It was reserved for the Southern 
leaders of the great rebellion — now happily 
terminated; thanks to the valor and patriot- 
ism of the American people — to prove 
them>elves the great practical Abolitionists 
of the age, and to accomplish, in lour 
years of aggressive war, a result which 
half a century of mere antagonism of 
opinion between the extremists of the two 
sections could not have achieved. 

^he party which came into power in 
IML so far "from signalizing its advent by 
hostility to slavery, offered a Constitution- 
al guarantee for its existence in every 
Southern State. This was scornfully re- 
je. led as insufficient, and slavery put on 
the garb of treason and arrayed itself 
against the General Government. The 
gauge of battle was thrown down bv South 
Carolina. The war commenced and was 
carried on by President Lincoln and his 
advisers for the purpose of preserving the 
National integrity — not of destroyiugslave- 
ry. It was continued on this principle 
until by the determined resistance of the 
Southern reliels it was made necessary to 
destroy slavery in order to save the Union 
or to destroy the Union in order to save 
slavery — slavery and the l nion could not 
lie preserved. The voice of the loyal 
masses rose with one accord in favor of 
the I nion and against slavery. President 
Lincoln accepted the issue forcpd upou 
him by the madness ot the leaders, and 
thenceforth the contest was to be between 
Union and Freedom on the one hand, ami 
Disruption and Slavery on the other. 

The result is known. The cause of the 
Union has triumphed, and on the side of 
the rebellion the failure of its achieve- 
ments has been added to the inf tmy of its 
inception. 

About three years ago, President Lin- 
coln, seeing that slavery and the Union 
could not both survive the terrible shock 
of arms which then convulsed the nation, 
and uuwilling that the people of Ken- 
tucky who had stood by the National 
cause should be compelled to suffer equal- 
ly with those who had plunged us into 
the dreadful calamity of civil war, sub- 
mitted to us a proposition for what was 
termed compensated emancipation. This, 
we regret to say, was rejected by the Gen- 
eral Assembly — although it was apparent 
then as now that the institution of slavery — 
abolished in the extreme South as a neces- 
sity of the war— could not exist long in 
Kentucky, surroundeu on all sides by free 
Stat<*s. We mention this fact because there 
are those among us whose sole objection to 
the adoption of the Constitutional Amend- 
ment is the pecuniary loss it would involve. 
And If there be any hope for compensation 
alter the relusal of our legislators to adopt 
a proposition emanating from the wisdom 
ot him whose loss we were so recently call- 
ed upon to deplore, coupled with his kind- 
ness of heart and a desire to restrict the 
bin dens of the war, as far as possible, to its 
authors, it surely consists in the immediate 
adoption of the amendment; for none can 
bsao blind as not to perceive that if a mea- 
sure dictated alike by the necessities and 
the interest of the country and the civiliza- 
tion of the world — is ratified by the requis- 
ite number of States, while Kentucky dis- 
sents, we can have but little hope for, and 
no claim whatever, to such compensation. 

oi the constitutionality of the proposed 
amendment, we do not deem it MMBMiy 
to say one word. The language of the 
ablest opponents of the measure in Con- 
|M and throughout the countiy might be 
quoted if it were necessary to furnish proof 
of the right of the people to alter or amend 
a fundamental law having no force what- 
ever except by virtue of its emanation from 
the people. Our fathers of the eighteenth 
eent ury certainly never assumed the right 
to biud their descendants of the nineteenth 
by an instrument which was unalterable 
and immutable. On the contrary, they 
prescribed the mode by which the Consti- 
tution could be amended without making 
any restrictions as to the subjects respect- 
ing which changes might be made. If 
slavery ex.st by virtue of the Constitution 
of the United States, the amendment is jus- 
tified by that power to destroy, which, with 
certain limitations, is inherent in the power 
that creates. If there is no justification for 
slavery in the Constitution, an amendment 
forever prohibiting it wheu ratified by 
three-fourths of the States as provided in 
the instruuient itself is unquestionably of 
full lorce and effect. As to the effect of 
emancipation in Kentucky, no argument 
can be so convincing as the rapid increase 
in the value of real estate in the State of 
Maryland and the District of Columbia 
since the abolition of slavery there. 

The value of land in Maryland has en- 
hanced already to an extent that more than 
comj>ensates for the pecuniary value of the 
slaves emancipated; and in the city of 
Washington the increase in the value of 
real estate and taxable property since the 
abolition of slavery in the District of Col- 
umbia has been unparalleled and unprece- 
dented. Nor is this prosperity merely ap- 
parent and attributable to the inflated con- 
dition of the national currency, as some are 
ready to charge. The gold valuation of 
real property in the city of Washington is 
now more than fifty per cent — perhaps a 
hundred — greater than it was four years 
ago. Such also will be the effect in Ken- 
tucky. "Nor is anything to be feared from 
the temporary disturbance to the labor sys- 
tem of our State which the extinction of 
slavery will effect. The laws of labor like 
the laws of trade will regulate themselves. 
The freed slave must have bread, and to 
g*»t it he must work. He will work where 
Ins labor is most in demand and best re- 
quited, and the oust of his labor to his em- 
ployer will be much less than it ever has 
been to his owner. The examples of the 
States of Indiana, Ohio and Illinois where 
negroes have long performed a large part 
of the unskilled labor of the city and the 
country may be cited in proof of this. Ne- 
groes have never been drones upon society 
there, and they never will be here. 

We must all either work or want The 
charges made by our opponents that we 
are in favor of what th-y term "negro 
eqality," socially a*d politically, are sr 
base and so futile as to be unworthy of re- 
futation. As 



suffrage to the negro, the unconditional 
Union party of Kentucky have never con- 
tended for or favored it. The Constitution 
of our State regulates the subject by restrict- 
ing the right of suffrage to white male citi- 
zens. When we advocate a change of that 
instrument in this respect, but not till then 
we may be charged with favoring the polit- 
ical equality of the two races. 

Finally, fellow-citizens, a tree is known 
by its fruit. The men who are now for the 
Constitutional Amendment are those who 
have stood by the Government of the Uni- 
ted states in the darkest hour of the past 
four years; and while many who oppose the 
amendment have done equally well and 
been equally loyal, where are all those 
whose advice, if followed, would have ar- 
rayed Kentucky againBt the United States 
nnd given her a history which can be read 
of other States in the blackened ruins of 
their cities, the destruction of their homes 
and the desolation of their farms? Are 
they not all in the front rank of those who 
oppose thu amendment? 

Let us stand firm in the consciousness 
that we are battling for the right, and that 
victory which always waits upon truth and 
justice when arrayed against their enemies, 
will be found perched upon our banners 
next August.

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Aaron Harding 
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The Hon. Aaron Harding delivered him- 
self of a speech at Springfield, Ky., on the 
llih inst. Being present I took notes and 
by permission to publish, as concisely as 
possible, my construction of his "effort" at 
that place. 

He contends that the proposed amend- 
menl to the Constitution cannot be voted 
for by our legislators without they commit 
perjury; that it is impossible to amend the 
Constitution, as proposed, constitutionally; 
that the Government has as much right to 
seize our lands and sell whites into slavery 
as to abolish slavery; that the Constitution- 
al Amendment is simply "public robbery;" 
that the Abolitionists desire to place the 
negro "into the witness stand, into the jury 
box, give him the right of suffrage and force 
him into our parlors;" that the "fanatical 
abolitionist"— "brainless abolition party"— 
seek to bring about social equality oet ween 
the black and white man as well as politi- 
cal Banality; that the arguments used by 
the friends of the Constitu'ional Amend- 
ment "are the arguments of the highway 
man;'' that the Abolitionists seek to free 
Kentucky, to accept the Constitutional 
Amendment; that the Abolitionists would 
destroy the Union and build up a des- 
potism. 

He assorted that "the Southern people 
had not killed slavery," but "that Federal 
power by lawless oppression had destroyed 
it;" that" he had been lighting a Northern 
rebellion for four years and would continue 
to fight it; th»t the rebellion could and 
would have be^n suppressed years ago but 
f r the policy of the "fanatical abolition- 
ists;" that he refused to vote appropriations 
■ the army because the negro soldiers 
were not disbanded; that the Administra- 
tion had betrayed every pledge that it had 
ever made, and had tyrannized over the 
whole country; that the loyal men would 
not get pay for their slaves, if even Stanton 
ippointed commissioners, which bethought 
doubtful, without taking odious oaths- 
oaths which he would not take; that "Ab- 
olitionists" and "Constitutional Amend- 
ment men" are synonymous terms; that he 
uld not and would not represent aboli- 
liouists and negroes in Congress, but that 
his opponents could; that while he refused 
to call Constitutional Amendment men 
abolitionists, he could prove that they are; 
that he is in favor of the perpetuation ot 
slavery. 

He did not sta»e that hejielieves the Con- 
federacy a heinous wrong and its rulers 
guilty of treason; that he believes our gal- 
lant soldiers worthy of praise lor crushing 
traitors. 

He did not say that he sympathised with 
the friends of those men who were starved 
to death at Andersouville, and that the Con- 
federacy should be held responsible for 
their blood. 

In short, his speech was a cunning ap- 
peal to the prejudices of the people on the 
slavery question; an effort to convince 
them that they had not only been oppress- 
ed, but that "fresh oppression await them; 
that the Federal Government has been a 
despotism; that the Southern rebellion is 
nothing in comparison with, what he 
styled, the Northern rebellion. Its tone 
was revolutionary, its sentiuients unworthy 
an honest patriot, its logic unworthy a logi- 
cian and its vituperation worthy a cross- 
road politician. His bullying abuse shows 
that he nas no arguments to support him.

I have watched the course of the Conspir- 
acy Trial for two or three days inside the 
court-room. It was my professional duty 
to do so, and beyond that I confess to a 
strong desire to see with my owen eyes 
whether the military commission couduct 
the trial with fairness. I am now perfectly 
satisfied that the prisoners will have a thor- 
oughly fair trial, but at the same time I 
have left the court-room each night with my 
original objections to this mode of trial 
strengthened. Nothing but MtMMy will 
excuse it. It so hap>>ens in these cases that 
everything turns upon facts, and I have no 
doubt that the commission will give an 
honest, impartial verdict upon the facts. 
But it is easy to see, in numberless legal 
points in relation to the evidence ottered 
and the examinations of witnesses, that, 
however distinguished the commission may 
be aa soldiers, they do not know very much 
of law. It is satisfactory to the country, 
however, on the maiu point— that substan- 
tial justice will bo done the accused. I do 
not believe any person who watched the 
evidence has a doubt thatevery one of them 
is more or less guilty. Of course there is a 
very great difference in the degree of 
Kuilt. Sam Arnold seems to have actual- 
ly withdrawn from the conspiracy before 
the horrible work whs begun. If ho had 
>/ < u made a confession, he would have a 
clear conscience now. It is possible that 
o'Laughlin and Atzerat in their own 
minds withdrew from the conspiracy the 
very day of the foul murder, but it is not 
probable, and, if they did so, it was from 
sheer cowardice. This certainly is true of 
Atzerat. Spaugler is an inferior, drunken 
fellow, employed about the theater, and his 
guilt may be slight as compared with the 
leaders in the conspiracy. Payne stands 
out far above all the rest as a bold, strong- 
nerved villain, though if his previous ca- 
reer is what I sup j .use it to be, and he is 
simply a hired cut-throat, his guilt is by no 
means so great as that of Mrs. Surratt and 
Dr. Mudd. The two last-named are edu- 
cated, intelligent, and, as was supposed, 
moral people. They certainly are quite re- 
ligious now, however it may have been be- 
fore their arrest. 

Payne is in many respects a wonder. He 
seems to have taken the murder of Mr. 
Seward as a contract, without a particle of 
animosity toward the victim, and, now that 
he is caught, without any feeling upon the 
subject. When Major Seward aud the col- 
ored waiter identified him he was not iu the 
lpast disconcerted, and he laughed when 
the boy with amusing naivette nodded at 
him and then, looking at the court, said: 
•• //• knows that be is the man !" One effect 
of this trial is already seen here— men and 
even women are ashamed to be called "Se- 
cessionists." Treason begins to have a bad 
odor, aud when Jeff Davis, Govs. Brown 
and Vance, and other Southern leaders 
have been tried, there will be no Souther 
here so bold as to undertake an argu-

Frankfort, May 30. 
The Bullitt trial was put off in the House 
this morning until to-morrow. In the Sen- 
ate Major General Burbridge was examined 
and gave a different meaning to the phrase 
mentioned in my last letter, so much so 
that it altered the whole aspect. The Sen- 
ate then postponed the case until to-mor- 
row to await the arrival of the expected 
letter. 

The lower House passed some one hun- 
dred and twenty or thirty oil bills this 
morning, and it seems that leaves to intro- 
duce new ones are springing up like mush- 
rooms after a rain storm. 

A great discussion ensued in the upper 
House regarding the passage of a bill lor 
incorporating the Bank of Kussellville, 
which was finally passed. 

The children from the Institution for the 
Blind, Mr. B. M. Patten, superintendent, 
gave an entertainment last evening at the 
hall of the Capital Hotel, and a success it 
may be termed, in everj' sense of the word. 
Long before the hour announced the hall 
was crowded with the elite of the city, who 
were treated with a view of how the blind 
are taught to read. A number of the raised 
papers were passed around. The exhibi- 
tion was very instructive, and if Mr. P. de- 
sires the favor of the Legislature, he de- 
serves it, after his great success. 

The letter from Judge Bullitt has just ar- 
rived, and has been read in both houses, it 
merely states that he has left the State and 
taken up his residence in Canada, iu conse- 
.pience of military rule, und he will not 
raskn nor did he wish to send counsel, yet 
he objects to a trial, saying it would not be 
fair. It will be printed to-morrow, and I 
can then give you it iu full.

Our Debt. 

It is a notorious fact that no country in 
Europe has ever paid its war debts. From 
E -gland, with its four thousand millions of 
dollars of national debt, down to the sniall- 
e t Powers of Germanv, they have never 
b -en able to do more than pay the interest, 
a:i lthatby heavy taxation on the people. 
They have, on the contrary, been increas- 
ing, but never paving off, their debt. But 
b m is it with us? The debt accumulated 
by the war of the revolution and that of 
1^12 was not only paid off in a few years, 
but in the time of Jackson, we had a sur 
plus of forty or fifty millions, which was 
distributed among the States for the pur- 
poses of education, and it was not until 
twenty years had elapsed that the last State 
accepted its quota. The money had, in fact, 
almost to be forced upon them. The debt 
incurred by this war, now just concluded, 
immense as it may be, will be paid off in a 
few years. The geneiation now living will 
see it liquidated, and without oppressing 
the people with taxation to a greater extent 
than they feel the taxation of to-day. We 
have borrowed nothing of foreign Powers, 
but have carried on the war entirely with 
our own resources — have supplied our own 
fighting material and our own money.

At first he pretended to 
ing agent, and told Harris lb 
send him South in company wi 
recruits, but finally broached 
and liatlering bis viciimte^pv«jn 
and sagacity, he enlisted Mm m Wrvi<>e prom- 
ising him $60,000 from fne rebel govern- 
ment in case he succeeded. Although 
Blackburn had succeeded indifferently m 
seeking the indorsement of the rebel gov- 
ernment at Richmond, he was more fortu- 
nate with the agents of that government in 
Canada, who entered at.once into his pro- 
ject, supplied him with money, and gave 
him tbeir approval. Harris gives the fol- 
lowing account of bis interview with Dr 
Blackburn, when the latter told him in 
what capacity he wanted hiB serv ices Al- 
ter going into a private room Dr. B. said: 

"You want to serve the Confederacy?" I 
said I did. "I can tell you now you can do 
more than to join Lee's army with 100,000 
men— can add more fame to your name 
than Gen. Lse." I said, what is it? He 
said : I have tried to get some one to go on 
an expedition, but can't get the right kind 
of stuff: can I place confidence in you? I 
«aid y«*: He asked me, are you a Free Ma- 
son? I said no. He said, well I am; here 
is the ngbthand of friendship of a Free Ma

Liverpool, May 12, 18*>5. 
■ML Press: Last evening I had the priv- 
ilege of listening to an address upon Amer- 
ica and President Lincoln, by Mr. Henry 
Vincent, and a great privilege it was. The 
fact that Mr. Vincent had been for years 
the intimate friend of Cobden and Bright, 
and an earnest co-worker with them in the 
reform movements, was a guarantee that 
the speaker would do full justice to our 
country and cause, and his reputation as a 
powerful orator and most effective debater, 
assured us an interesting and telling speech. 
My anticipations, high as they were, were 
more than reali/.ad. The address was one 
of consummate power and thrilling elo- 
quence, melting the audience to tears, con- 
vulsiug them with laughter, rousing them 
to wild enthusiasui as be spoke iu tones of 
deep pathos, or gave utterance to keen sar- 
casm, or announced in fitting words great 
principles, and with a prophet's lire and 
solemnity predicted their certain triumph. 
For nearly two hours he held us entranced. 

The address took a wide range. The mo- 
tives of the rebellion, its utter want nf justi- 
fying cause, the reasons why at first its ef- 
forts in war were successful, the spirit thut 
animated Our Government, and the loyal 
people, our vast resources and the consecra- 
tion of them to liberty and humanity, the 
character of Mr. Lincoln, so transparent 
and beautiful, the nobleness and purity of 
his soul, his profouud wisdom and tender 
charity, the marvellous, awe-inspiring 
calmness, with which the American people 
continued the great work assigned them, 
the Government going on with its functions 
in sublime firmness, notwithstanding the 
shock and horror caused by the assassin's 
blow, the reasons why our cause had not 
been lightly appreciated by many in Fng- 
land. the faUity aud the power of the Lon- 
don Times, the masterly ability and gal- 
lantry of Grant, Sherman and Sheridan, 
the heroism of our army, the military skill 
and genius of Lee, and the courage and 
fortitude of the Southern soldiers in a bad 
cause, the ability of l'resideul Johnson end 
his eminent services to our country, and his 
hearty, uuuompromislng devotion to liber- 
ty; the glorious future opening before us, 
hich will make the great American re- 
nblic free from slavery in all time, the 
friend of human kind, the pioneer to pro- 
gress, the defense against oppression — all 
these topics were discussed with masterly 
power, with searching analysis, and with 
so much freshness and vivacity that the in- 
terest was not only sustained throughout, 
but was intense. 

The lecturer was verv happy in his epi- 
thet*, characterizing Mr. Lincoln as the 
"dean-banded, pure-hearted, sunny-mind- 
ed and incorruptible," and in the sudden, 
unexpected turns with which every now 
and then he enlivened his argument. 
Sneaking of the charge that Americans 
swaggered, "of course they swagger," he 
says, "else they would not be our chil- 
dren,'' and commenting on the assertion 
that they elected filth-rate men to office he 
exclaims: "Well, if Washington, Jetteraon, 
Franklin, Lincoln and Johnson are their 
tifth-rate, pray, what must their first-rate 
men be?" While so just and generous to 
our country, Mr. Vincent was equally just 
to his own, speaking as became a true- 
hearted, loyal Englishman, grateful for the 
blessings enjoyed, and proud of the influ- 
ence exerted. Of the Queen he spoke in 
terms of warmest affection and profoundest 
respect. 

His peroration was grand, picturing Eng- 
land ar.d> America as working in harmony 
for the accomplishment of their respective 
missions— the regal mother and her repub- 
lican daughter looking with pride upon 
each other; the Union Jack waving with 
the Starry Banner, until slavery shall cease 
from earth, aud tyranny and oppression be 



myself. The letter directed me to go 
to Halifax and there call on Alex- 
ander H. Keith, Jr., a brewer; to 
get the money to go with from Dr.

Was it safe to leave the 
man "in the shop to tend to the business, or 
would I leave mv wife in a private bouse, 
and he would look alter her while I was 
gone* Monday morning again I called on 
Dr. R.; he said he could not give the mo- 
ney; he had none; at all events, he could do 
nothing; said go into Mr. Preston's and 
borrow ten dollars, and 1 will see it all 
right; I borrowed the ten dollars from P. 
through the influence of W. L. McDonald 
(called Garv McDonald;) he went down to 
the office with me; this was in the fore part 
of June; I think Saturday, the sth; I got the 
letter and left Mondav, the loth; Dr. R. Is 
from Louisville, Ky.; B. B. Preston is a to- 
bacco manufacturer in Toronto, and is from 
Covington; ho is now in the city of New 
York; there for his health; his business goes 
on in Toronto; Lieutenant Colonel Hall, 
from Kentucky (Louisville,) is his partner. 
I gave Preston a receipt for the money; Mc- 
Donald was present; this was iu the post- 
office on York street, between King and 
Wellington, weai side, opposite Rosin 
House; the recidp' said the money was "oh 
<icc >«nl <>f Dr. JilacL-biirn." Blackburn's 
letter s iid, "get the monev, and 1 will re- 
pay it when 1 MM back." *

The aspect offered by poverty here is very 
saddening; the poor seeming so terribly, 
hopelessly poor. Humane ]>eopleare doing 
a great deal for their relief, but a vast deal 
remains to be done. ThiuVing men here 
and all over England are much exercised 
with the question of extending suffrage; 
Parliament having treated the subject (just 
now both in speech and act,) in a way to 
satisfy nobody. Their borough system is 
so radically wrong, so uul*ir and unjust, 
that a thorough chauge, sooner or lator, 
must lie made, but the conservative feeling, 
apprehensive of evil in all change, is verv 
slow to yield, and all the while, people, 
whether they will or not, whether friends 
or foes, can not but ponder upon the great 
Republic, where the people have proved 
themselves as strong in war as they had 
lieen pro*q>erous in peace. Ttu» conserva- 
tive force— the really genuine conservatism 
—shown by our country in the recent pres- 
idential election conducted with perfect 
order in the midst of a tremendous war, 
has made an ineffaceable impression.

p Conspiracy to Seize Peruvian Steamers. 

San Fkancim-o, May -Jti. — The examina- 
; tion made into the circumstances attending 
I the conspiracy to seize the Peruvian steam- 
• er Colton, at this port, reveals these facts: 

Parties ou board the Brontes, some 400 in 
I number, enlisted ostensibly to proceed to 
> Arizonia, but really to land on the Mexi- 
| can coast, iu the Gulf of California. A man 
I by the name of Williams was the General 
| commanding the expedition, and another 
J by the name of Hungerford, of the Army 
of the Potomac, was the Colonel. 

Williams and others concocted a scheme 
to seize the Colton, run her to sea, and use 
her as r privateer against French com- 
merce. Some of the leading parties in the 
couspiracv were formerly rebel sympathi- 
zers. 

The Mexican General Vegi, agent of ihe 
Juarez government, made large advances of 
money to Williams as leader of the emigra- 
tion scheme, until he ascertained that the 
money was likely to be misapplied, when 
he gave information against him. Mrs. 
Williams had given others to know that 
the seizure was meessary to acquit the 
latter of anv blame in the matter. The 
men selected by Williams for the enterprise 
were sworn to carry in through on the 
blade of a sword in private, and the duty of 
one of ihe party was to cut the telegraph 
wires. The scheme contemplated the seiz- 
ure of the French transport Pheu when she 
came from Mares Island. 

The parties who were arrested are in the 
city prison, charged with conspiring to 
commit a felony. They will be examined 
before the Police Court to-morrow.

Miscellaneous. 

New York, May 30.— Gen. Sherman had 
a very cordial interview with the President 
ou Sunday. He expected to leave Wash- 
ington to-day for Chicago, and was to pass 
through New York. He will probably ar- 
rive iu this city to-night or to-morrow 
morning, and be will visit a few friends 
here. He will then proceed to his destina- 
tion. 

Washington, May 30.— The 2d army 
corps, Major General Humphries command- 
ing, was reviewed at Dalls' Cross Koads in 
the presence of Secretary Stanton aud a 
number ot distinguished military officers. 

Major General Thomas arrived iu Wash- 
ington to-day, and will soon supercede Gen. 
Halle:k iu command at Richmond. Gen. 
Halleck is to be transferred to the Pacific 
Department. 

Gen. Meade is to command the Atlantic, 
Gen. Sherman the Southwestern, and Gen. 
Sheridan the trans- Mississippi Depart- 
ments. 

Tho Star says there is no truth in the 
statement of a refusal being made on the 
part of Stanton to surrender Jeff. Davis to 
tho civil authorities for trial. Davis wilt 
doubtless be tried here under indictment 
of the Criminal Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

A paragraph recently appeared, and has 
boon extensively copied in the papers, 
which seems to have created misapprehen- 
sions in the minds ol" many people, who 
are interested in the money aud other val- 
uables taken from Union prisoners by Con- 
federate officers, a part of which has been 
turned over to Gen. Mullord, United States 
ag't of exchange, for distribution among the 
proper claiments. The article to which al- 
lusiou is made, says Gen. Mulford has in 
his possession $25,1)00 in jrreenbacks, aud a 
small sum in gold and silver, being a por- 
tion of that taken from our soldiers when 
captured by the rebels, and is to be distri- 
buted pro rata among those proving their 
right to it. A note from Gen. Mulford, da- 1 
ted Richmond, says so much of this as re- 
late to the distribution of the property is in- 
correct. I am only authorized to pay such 
claims as are made sure by the invoices. 

I request all persons having claims for 
valuables taken from them by the enemy to 
forward a full statemeut of name, rank and 
organization, date and place of capture, 
amount and kind of property taken, with 
rank of party receiving the same, also giv- 
ing full an 1 "particular directions, how, to 
whom aud where they may desire such 
property sent. I would also give notice 
that a large number of packages addressed 
and sent to Union prisoners in the South 
previous to the evacuatiou of Richmond 
are in my hands. Letters of inquiry or in- 
structions, concerning which, may be ad- 
dressed to me aud receive, prompt atten- 
tion. 

Gen. Grant has ordered all bar rooms and 
places where liquor is sold, within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, be closed uutil further 
orders. This is in consequence of a large 
number of straggling soldiers in this vi in- 
lty, and to prevent tho recurrence of occa- 
sional disturbances from tho use of strong 
drink. 

Trial of the Conspirators. 

Washington, May 30.— Retters testified 
ho was emploj ed in Ford's Theater when 
the President was shot. He saw the assas- 
sin run across the stage and followed him; 
he found the door hard to open. When 
witness returned Spangle/ struck him, say- 
ing, "For God's sake don't say auythiug 
about which way Dooth went." 

Witness was called for Harrold and said 
he had always been regarded us a light and 
trifling boy, easily influenced. 

Dyer was called for defense, and testified 
that he had intended to say thai he had not 
crossed the Potomac since 18G1, but did go 
to Richmond at that time with tho paity 
who had been sleeping in the pines. 

Cross-examined— The parties were Denj. 
and Andrew Gwynn; never saw Davis; re- 
mained in Richmond only one week and 
left; didn't meet any officer OXOOpt Taylor, 
to whom he went to get a pass; previous to 
going to Richmond I slept in the pines near 
Mudd's one night; I was fed by him; he 
belonged to cavalry company; don't know 
whether the purpose of that society was to 
stand by Maryland, or whether loyal ordis- 
loyal; have not, that I am aware of, pro- 
claimed my self in favor of the secession of 
M a ry la ml. 

Mis. Maria Jenkins testiiieu - that Har- 
rold was at her fcOMO on the ISth of Febru- 
ary last and received her rent. 

Mrs. Potts testified that Harrold was at 
her house on the Ittkof February; told him 
I would hand him the money at the house, 
w hich I did iu Washington. 

II. H. Douglass, formerly on the staff of 
the rebel (ieu. Johnson, testified to know- 
ing ■ man named You Sleuker; he was in 
thoSd Virginia infantry; don't know if the 
secretary was in court at Ashlaud, where 
President Lincoln discussed with him; 
never knew J. Wilkes Dooth; as a man who 
has held a position in the Stonewall brig- 
ade, as a private in the line and a staff offi- 
cer, I think their reputation as men as well 
as their known gallantry as soldiers, would 
forbid them to be employed as midnight 
assassins of President Lincoln; I don't be- 
lieve they knew anythiug about i>, or in the 
least sympathized with such an unrighteous 
act. 

Thomas C Nr tt testified to attending bar 
at Mrs. Surratt's for Mr. Loyd; saw Loyd 
on 14th of April, and just before sunset he 
was drunk; he was going round in a bug- 
gy; he had been to Marlboro and was car- 
rying around some fish aud oysters; next I 
saw of him he was fixing a buggy; Mrs. 
Surratt was ill; he had been pretty tight 
nearly every day and night for weeks. 

J. Jenkins testified— Was at Surrattsville 
on the 14th of April; saw Weichman drive 
up to the house with Mrs. Surratt, she 
showed me a letter from George Calvert, 
also two judgements obtained by Charles 
Calvert against her; I made the interest out 
on the judgement; she Wt p r e a u ed DO desire 
to see Lloyd to me; I saw Lloyd drive up 
here very much intoxicated; .Mis. Surratt 
had been ready to start sonic time before 
Lloyd drove up; she had business with 
Capt. Gwynn, and when he came she went 
back aud stopped; have been intimate with 
her for the last year or two; never heard 
her breathe a word of disloyalty to the 
Government; never heard her make any 
remark, showing a knowledge of the plau 
or conspiracy; have been at her house when 
Union troops passing, she was in the habit of 
giving them milk, tea und other things as 
were in the house; sometimes she got pay 
and sometimes not; when the large horses 
escaped from Giesboro some were taken up 
and put iu her stable; they were all giveu 
up by her; she never got auy money; never 
knew her to commit an overt act'against 
the Government; neither heard her express 
disloyal sentiments. 

Cross-Examined: Mrs. Surratt is my sis- 
ter; I have b->en under arrest since last 
Thursday; I was at Lloyd's hotel the night 
previous to my arrest; met Mrs. Calling 
there; we were talking about the trial; I 
went with a Mr. Calling. 

Did you then and there say to M r. Col- 
back that if he or auy one like him under- 
took to testify against your sister you 
would see that they were got out of the 
way? I did not say so. Did you say you 
would send auy man to hell who testified 
against your sister? I did not. Did you 
use any threat against him if he appeared 
as witness? No, nothing like that. State 
what you did say? 1 told him I under- 
stood h« whs a witness, aud that he was to 
be a strong witness against my sister, 
and I told him ho ought to be as she 
had raised his family. Did you call him a 
liar? 1 diarcuiember. Was there any an- 
ger expressed ou that occasion? I didn't 
mean it, I never was. On the 14th of April 
did Gwynn leave Loyd's house before Mrs. 
Surratt? I think he did; he saw her in the 
parlor; Weichman was there I think; I did 
not hear tho conversation; I spent $3,000 to 
hold Maryland in the Union, as everybody 
in the neighborhood will testify; have never 
takeu part by act, word, aid, or sympathy 
with the rebels. 

Anne Stirrat, daughter of the prisoner, 
testified: Was arrested on the 17th of April; 
am confined in prison at the Capital; have 
met Atzurat several times at our house in 
Washington; think he first came there in 
February; he did not stay over night ou 
that occasion; he used to call sometimes; 
mamma told him we did not care to have 
strangers there, but we treated him with 
po'iteness, as we did every one who came to 
the house; Weichmalt was boarding at 
our house; he was treated too kindly; 
mother sat up for him just aa she would for 
my brother; Weichman engaged a room for 
Atzurat when he came; Mr. W. and he used 
to make private signs to each other; Payne 
came one night after dark and left early 
next morning; it was not long after Chriat- 



mas; he staid one night when he first came, 
and we didn't see him again for some time; 
it^was Weichman who brought Payne; I 
wer.t down stairs and told mother be was 
there; she didn't understand it and didn't 
like strangers coming to the house, but 
would treat him politely as she was in the 
habit of treating every one who came to 
the house; he called twe or three times af- 
ter that; he asked for accommodations du- 
ring the night, and said he would leave 
next morning, and I believedid. 

I have met Booth, he was at our house Mon- 
day before the assassination; he staid but a 
few moments; he never staid lonj;; witness 
recognized the picture of spring, summer 
and autumn, already alluded to in the trial 
as belonging to her, she put the picture of 
Dooth in it; went to a gallery with Miss 
Ward, and wo selected them pictures of 
Booth, as we knew him, but my brother 
told me he would take them away from me, 
and so I hid them; I owned the pictures of 
Davis, Beauregard and Lee, and a few 
others; dou't remeber them all; fatbergave 
them to me before his death, and I prized 
them on his account; I had photographs of 
(Jens. McClellan, Grant and Joe Hooker. 
Hast saw him on Monday, two weeks be- 
fore the murder. Booth was to call and seo 
him sometimes; one day he called Booth 
crazy and he wished he wouldn't come 
there. Did you ever hear at your mother's 
house, at any time, on any occasion, a word 
as to plot or plan, or conspiracy in exis- 
tence to assassinate the President? No, sir. 
Did you ever hear any remarks made with 
reference to assassinate any of the members 
of the Government? No, sir. Did you 
ever hear it discussed by any member of 
your family to capture the President? No, 
sir. Did you ever see Dr. Mudd at your 
mother's house? No, sir. 

Tho girl had several times exclaimed, 
"where is mama?" and kept nervous'.y 
glancing towurds the dock and tapping the 
stand with her foot impatiently. She was 
told she would soon see her mama and left 
the court room. There was no 
ination. 

Testimony of "Lemons:" Known 
since he was a boy; met him at M 
tweeu 11 and 12 on Sabbath P. M. after tbe 
assassination; I said are you the man who 
killed Abe Lincoln; he said yes, and then 
we both laughed; we were joking; 
well says I, Andrew, I want the truth if 
it is so that the President is killed. He said 
it was so, and that he died on Saturday at 
3 o'clock A. M. I asked him if it was so 
about the Sewards; about the old man hav- 
ing his throat cut. He said yes; that Seward 
was stabbed, or rather cut at, but was not 
killed. I asked him whether it was correct 
about Grant, and he said no did not know 
whether it was or not, and went to dinner. 
At the dinner table my brother asked him 
if Grant was killed, aud he said he did not 
suppose it was so, and he said that if it had 
been done it was probably done by some 
man who had get into the same train or car 
that he did. I was not in his company over 
half an hour. 

He was confused, or appeared so. The 
young lady to whom he had paid attention 
had turned a cold shoulder to him, or it ap- 
peared so. 

Mr. Lemons brother testified to a similar 
effect, adding: When we aud Alzeratt were 
in the yard, he said: "What a lot of trouble 
I see." I said, "what have you to trouble 
you?" He said, "more than I shall ever get 
shut of." 

Mrs. McAllister testified that she knew 
Atuzrat since March; he cabed at her house 
on the 14th of March and took a drink; 
didn't notice if ho appeared excited;

Washington, May 30.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Speed has given an elaborate opinion 
in response to President Johnson's letter of 
the 21st of April last. He argues that the 
right of power of the President to pardon 
and to issue any proclamation of amnesty 
are derived from the clause in the Consti- 
tution and the act of Congress which he 
quotes. The high and necessary power of 
extending pardon and amnesty can never 
be rightfully exercised so as to enable the 
President to say to the offenders against 
the laws, I now offer you a free pardon for 
the past, or at any future day when you 
shall, from balnea hopes, or after being 
fooled into a dangerous and bloody enter- 
prise, think proper to accept, I will give 
ram pardon lor the past. When men have 
offended against the law their appeal is for 
mercy, not for justice. 

He proceeds to consider the question pro- 
j>ounded by President Johnson iu the proc- 
lamations. "No doubt," he savs, "many 
persons did, between those periods, take 
the oath who comd not have done so had 
the original proclamation continued. The 
exceptions set forth who took the oath in 
that intermediate space of time, and who 
could not have taken the oath if on the 
26th of March, 1864, is purely a judicial 
question. The facts in such cases are ac- 
complished, and the rights arising out of 
these facts have attached and become vest- 
ed. The Attorney General, after consider- 
ing the proper operation and effect of the 
tax proclamations, conies to the conclusion 
that another proclamation should be issued. 

Persons, be says, should not be invited 
to take an oath and to comply with the 
terms under which tbey cannot obtain firm 
legal rights. It is especially to those who 
have heretofore and would now avail them- 
selves in good faith of the benefits of pardon 
and amnesty that another proclamation 
should be substituted. 

Persona who have been constantly engag- 
ed in the rebellion should know distinctly 
w hat they are to do, when and how they 
are to do it, to feel themselves secure from 
punishment in whole or in part; or to such 
as have been affected merely by their 
treasonable associations should be forgiven 
and an appropriate condition should be aiv 
pended to tbe pardon of many. 

The grace and favor of the Government 
should be now large and generous, and the 
operations and effect of it * proffered mercy 
should not be left uncertain. As a measure 
of aid in the suppression of the late rebel- 
lion tbe late proclamation has done its full 
and complete office, now one is desired to 
aid in restoring order and reorganizing so- 
ciety in the rebellious States. Reconstruc- 
tion is not needed^That word conveys an 

Government is as perfect as human wis- 
dom can make it. The trial to which its 
powers and capacity have been subjected 
in this effort of revolution and dismember- 
is the task to 

and that 



have carried us safely through our past 
troubles. Ours is not a duty to construct 
or to change. Society in the rebel States 
has not been, and is not now in a normal 

condition, nor is harmony with the princi- 
ples of our Government; that society has re- 
belled against them, and made war upon 
the principles and powers of our Govern- 
ment. In so doing it has offended and 
stands a oorreoted culprit. Mercy must be 
largely extended. Some of the leaders and 
offenders must be made to feel the extreme 
vigor of the law, not in the spirit of re- 
venge, but to put the seal of infamy upon 
their conduct. 

But the mercy extended to the great mass 
of the people can and should be so used aa 
to re-organize society upon a loyal and free- 
dom-loving basis. It is manifestly for 
their good and the gooi of mankind that 
this should be done. Tbe pardon and mer- 
cy is inadequate to this end. Such condi- 
tions and precedents can legally and prop- 
erly be appended as will root out the spirit 
of rebellion, and bring society in those 
States in perfect accord with the wise and 
thoroughly tried principles of our Govern- 
ment. If this power of pardon is wisely 
used, peace will be established upon a per- 
manent basis.
